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NAACP endorses crime status 
for civil rights violations

The Federal government 
should consider thé upgrading 
of civil rights violations, such 
as discrimination complaints, 
to near felony violations, the 
president of the Columbus 
branch of the NAACP said to 
an advisory to the U.S, Civil 
Rights Commission. 

“Civil rights violations 
should: be considered like all 
other violations -- a crime 
against the people,” NAACP 
branch president Melanie Mit- 
chell said, and should be clas- 
sified “as close as possible to 
felony offenses.” 

“To deny anindividual rights 
and opportunities with malice 
and viciousness is to place that 
individual in a position to 
decide between survival and 
civilization,” Mitchell added. 

The Ohio Advisory Commis- 
sion to the U.S. Civil Rights 
Commission was in Columbus 
6n May 28, taking testimony 
from various governmental 
and other groups about the 
state of race relations in Ohio 
and Columbus. Testimony by 
the NAACP, Urban League and 
other groups reflected a wor- 
sening condition in race 
relations. “ 

The NAACP cited Ohio Civil 
Rights, Commission figures 
showing a jump of almost 30 
percent in complaints alleging 
discrimination before that 
body. The NAACP also noted

that, according to a 1980 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development study, 
Blacks were likely to encounter 
discrimination 72 percent of 
the time when they attempt to 
rent property and 48 percent of 
the time when they attempt to 
buy it. 

Figures released by the 
Columbus Urban League 
showed a 200 percent increase 
in housing complaints in 1987 
versus 1986, according to Dr. 
Charles Nesbitt, vice-president 
of the League, who spoke 
before the advisory com-- 
mission. 

Information presented to the 
League demonstrates “a clear 
pattern of discrimination on 
race, economic condition, age 
and national origin which 
exists in our very midst,” and 
has proven immune to eradica- 
tion by the laws prohibiting 
such behavior, Nesbitt 
asserted. 

Advisory commission memb- 
er Raymond Leventhal of 
Cleveland asserted that, 
although there was some dis- 
crimination in housing in cities 
such as Parma and Lyndhurst, 
“housing discrimination is not 
rampant" in the Cleveland 
area. 

This was disputed by Ohio 
Civil Rights Commission 
executive director Robert 
Brown, who argued that “hous- 
ing in 1987 is not dissimilar 
from housing in 1887, in terms 
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of those who are not wanted,” 
adding.that the U.S. Civil 
Rights Commission itself was 
part of the problem. 

“There is a perceived climate 
that the federal government 
will not help those who are dis- 
criminated against,” Broiwn 
argued, charging that the pro- 
nouncements of USCRC 
‘chairman Clarence Pendleton 
were injurious to the cause of 
civil rights. 

“When you have colored 
folks espousing statements 
that he is espousing, it is not 
good for the U.S. Civil Rights 


Commission, the Ohio Civil ~ 


Rights Commission, or some- 
body’s block club,” Brown 
said. 

Melvin Jenkins, head of the 
U.S. Civil Rights Commission's 
Kansas office, said that this 
hearing was “a fact-finding 
venture” for the commission. 
They had already held hear- 
ings in Minneapolis, New 
Orleans, Birmingham, Ala. and 
Lincoln, Neb. in this region, 
and were going to hold another 
hearing in Ohio in Cleveland 
on July 19, Jenkins said. 

The commission has found, 
in its hearings, serious prob- 
lems in the. area of race rela- 
tions, Jenkins said. 

“There is little or no dialogue 
between Blacks add whites 
now,” Jenkins asserted. “We 
have reasonable civil rights 
laws on the books, but local 
and state enforcement are not 
what they used'to be. Basically, 
we are looking at a resource 
question.”

When politicians confront an 
issue as volatile and as appar- 
» ently intractable as the welfare 
' system, there's a tendency to 

seek simple solutions. An exam- 
‘ ple is current obsession with 

workfare as a solution to welfare. 
In its most basic form, “work- 
fare” means forcing welfare 


recipients to work for their

checks. The Administration 
backs the concept, and some 
states have implemented exper- 
imental programs that use work 


and work incentives to trim theif 


’ welfare rolls. 

Does it work? The federal 
government's General Account- 
ing Office says no. 

It studied 61 programs, includ- 
' ing 38 workfare programs, and 

released a reportin February that 
’ says such programs have mod- 

est effects on job prospects for 
participants and shouldn't be 
expected to cut welfare rolls. 

Ironically, most of the funds 
used in government workfare 

programs came from the federal 
Work Incentive Program, which 
the Administration wants to 
drop. 

The report charges the pro- 
grams often spend very little on 
each participant, and focus on 
low-cost job search help instead 
of the education and training aid 
needed in this job market. 

The GAO found that most of 
the programs offered “paper” 
services like work-habit training 
and skills training, but a minis- 
cule number of recipients got 
such help. It also says many of 
the people who found jobs would 
have done so anyway, and that 
their jobs paid so little they 
remained poor and in need of 
government assistance. 

Some work-oriented programs 
have considerably better results. 
Massachusetts’ program is 
voluntary, and its emphasis on 


years ago when the Sullivan 
Principles were developed. The 
Black rage which has enveloped 
that nation was not so violent;

We urge the Ohio House of 
Representatives to finally pass 
HB 22, sponsored by Rep. C.J. 
McLin of Dayton, to mandate 
that state pension funds divest 
themselves of stock in compan- 
ies doing business in South 
Africa. We also urge the U.S. 
Congress to pass even tougher 
sanctions against the South Afri- 
can government. This South 
African government is evil, and 
the United States -- and the State 
of Ohio -- must take a strong 
stand against it.

education and training means it 
prepares applicants for decent 
jobs in the private sector. 

The experience of community- 
based agencies in providing 
training and in finding employ- 
ment opportunities for disadvan- 
taged people also bears out the 
importance of concentrating 
resources on real-world job 
opportunities. 

The difference between pro- 
grams that work and those that 
don't is that the failures are 
oriented to pushing people off 
welfare, not in providing them 
with the skills needed for long- 
term independence. 

There's no reason programs 
that provide the disadvantaged 
with education and skills training 
shouldn't work. Studies show 
that single mothers, including 
long-term welfare recipients, are 
eager to work. Given the oppor- 
tunity, they succeed. 

But “opportunity” means pro- 
viding child care facilities and 
transportation to get people to 
training centers. It means pre- 
employment servicesthat 
include teaching them how 
to conform to employer expecta- 
tions. It means education and 
skills training for the jobs of 
today. ; 

And opportunity also has to 
mean the availability of jobs. Our 
economy is simply not creating 
enough jobs to go around, and 
the less educated and least 
skilled are stuck in low-pay, 
high-turnover jobs that keep 
them poor. 

A better way would be to ena- 
ble them to get the skills and ser- 
vices they need to compete for 
decent jobs in the private sector. 
Bills now in Congress would do 
that, using community-based 
agencies and keeping welfare 
benefits in place until people are 
firmly secure in their new jobs. 

It's a promising alternative to 
the failed, punitive workfare 
grams so many conservatives 
see as a panacea.

What does C.J. McLin mean to the State of Ohio? 

Those who are unfamiliar with the political system 
may know very little about the Dayton politico, a 20- 
year veteran of the Ohio House of Representatives. But 
those who have even a nodding acquaintance with the 
dome in downtown Columbus can give the answer: a 


McLin was the child of an era. 

He came into the legislature in 1967, in the first class 
of Black legislators who entered after the Supreme 
Court’s “one man, one vote” decision in the early 1960s 
forced the reappointment of state legislatures across 
the country, and created a surge of new Black state 


But McLin had something even most of the other 
Biack legislators, both in Ohio and nationwide, didn't 
have: An independent base of financial support and a 
strong background in political power. 

McLin’s father, C.J. McLin Sr., had been an activist, a 
Dayton civil rights arid‘political leader, and the foupder 
of the funeral home in that city that bears his name. He had 
previously attempted to run for the state legislature, but, 
the previous gerrymandering of districts In Dayton had 
precluded his election. Now, his son would be able to 
enter the doors that he had found closed. 


McLin founded the state's legislative Black|Caucus, 
Democrats of Ohio (BEDO), and has 
been its chairman since its inception. During this time, 
he and they have been advocates for a number of 
issues, including human services funding, educational 
programs for disadvantaged students, and the mainte- 
nance of Central State University.

indeed, Central State's continued survival is a testa~ 
ment to McLin and BEDO. In 1974, after the killer tor- 
nado devastated Xenia and obliterated half the Central 
State campus, there was serious consideration of clos- 
ing the university. But McLin and BEDO fought to 
ensure that it would be rebuilt, and have continued to 
fight to ensure funds for the school. 

But the one single item for which McLin will always 
be remembered is the passage of the state’s minority 
business set-aside, HB 584. McLin and Sen. William F. 
Bowen of Cincinnati were key architects of the legisia- 
tion, which is one of only a handful of state set-aside 
programs in the country. Ohio's law was also first, and 


remains the tightest. 


The law also caused some bruising battles for McLin 
and BEDO, from which they did not shirk. A rift deve- 
loped betwden organized labor and BEDO, which has 
never completely healed, around the bill; when organ- 
ized labor joined with contractors to oppose it, BEDO 
introduced a bill to eliminate the prevailing wage on 


state construction projects. 


The ploy worked; labor backed off in its opposition. 
But labor cut off strong relations with BEDO, and those 
relations have only begun to mend tm the last few years.

Marx and Engels were members 
of the bourgeoise, yet, like many of 
their class, they were distressed by 
the inhuman working conditions 
in English factories. The limited 
franchise was tailored to meet the 
needs of the capitalists, thus, 
social change and justice could 
only be brought about, according 
to Marx and Engels, by force and 
violence. 

This may have been true in 1648. 
But by the late 1860s the political 
climate had begun to change. 

In the intervening years conser- 
vative British Prime Minister Ben- 
jamin Disraeli had successfully 
campaigned for universal suf- 
frage. As a firm believer in aristo- 
cracy, he was convinced that this 
system could best be preserved by 
the extension of “manhood suf- 
frage.” The workers, in his view, 
were conservative. 

in a series-of infrequently 
quoted letters exchanged between 
1867 and 1869, Marx and Engels 
recognized that there were new 
political options. So, in 1872 at the 
Hague, Marx said socialism could 
be achieved through parliamen- 
tary means in England, Holland, 
and the United States. 

As late as the 1890s Engels 
wrote that the “dictatorship of the 
proletariat” could be achieved 
through democratic processes. In

The Rev. Leon Sullivan's recent 
call for U.S. firms to sever all 
busines ties with South Africa 
focuses renewed attention on the 
deteriorating situation in that 
strife-torn land. It also illustrates 
the growing frustration among 
anti-apartheid activists in this 
country at the absence of a coher- 
ent U.S. policy regarding South 
Africa. 

Since Congress voted to over- 
ride the Preaident’s veto on banc- 
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South Africa. And while it must be 
acknowledged that the U.S. has 
limited leverage in a nation as 
powertul as South Africa, the 
Administration's do-nothingness 
has only served to strengthen the 
hand of the repressive regime in 
Pretoria. 

Recent developments do not 
bode well for South Africa's 
oppressed Black majority. 
National elections in May gave 
President Botha’s ruling National 
Party a resounding victory, 
seriously weakened the liberal 
opposition, and increased conser- 
vative and right-wing representa- 
tion in the whites-only Parliament. 

The year-old state of emer- 
gency, which has kept thousands 
of activists underground or in jail, 
has virtually vitiated organized, 
grassroots political opposition. 
Black trade unions, the best organ- 
ized and potent vehicles for 
change, report increased govern- 
ment efforts to undercut and depo- 
liticize their activities. 

On the economic front, the void 
left by the withdrawal of numerous 
Western companies is being filled 
by business from Israel, South 
Korea, Taiwan and other Asians 
countries. Recent reports indicate 
that many of these companies— 
not bound by the Sullivan Princi- 
ples to better train, promote and 
care for Black workers--exploit

To Melvin Steward, the 
reports of the demise cf the Mt. 
Vernon Plaza are greatly 
exaggerated. 

Steward, owner of the Plaza 
Carryout, 343-Ne-20th St.,,and 

resident of the Mt. Vernon 

laza Merchants Association, 
admits that there are many 
problems facing the plaza, 
which were spotlighted in a 
June 7 feature story in The 
lspatch. 

However, Steward argues 
that the problems are primarily 
reflective of the internal strug- 
gle for power on the board 
between Daisy Flowers and 
Elminie Rickman, each of 
whom claims to be the rightful 
president of the Neighborhood 
Development Corporation, 
which controls the plaza. 

“As far as the financial out- 
look for the merchants," Ste- 
ward said, “it's better than it's 
ever been.” 

The Dispatch story noted 
that a number of commercial 
tenants had problems with 
plaza management, which 
included poor maintenance, 
inadequate security, and prob- 
lems with roaches and mice.

Steward admitted that the 
merchants had not received 
many services. However, he 
noted that under the manage- 
ment of TownHomes Man- 
agement of Columbus, which 
was appeinted in May by U.S. 
Bankruptcy Court Judge Bar- 
bara Sellers, maintenance and 
security services have already 
improved. 


“We've already seen changes 
for the better,” Steward said. 
“Problems that existed two 
weeks ago have already been 
solved. 


“As far as I'm concerned, the 
future of the merchants is 
brighter than it's ever been.” 

Steward asserts that the rea- 
son for the strong posture of 


the merchants in: the plaza is 
the continued support of the 
neighborhood. Inaddition, the 
neighborhood has seen a4 suL- 
stantial influx of.new residents 
since the Columbus Metropoli- 
tan Housing Authority's Trevitt 
Heights development, which 
had been shut down, reopened. 

Now, Steward says, “we have 
accomplished what we've tried 
to do. We do not have any more 
merchants going out of busi- 
ness than in any middle-class 
neighborhood.” 

The merchants organization 
has about 12 members, includ- 
ing the branch of BancOhio 
National Bank and the South- 
ern Ohio Skills Center, which 
leases all of the first level of one 
of the buildings. 

Even without the questions 
of ownership betwen the two 
warring factions, the Neigh- 
borhood Development Corp. 
faces a time of uncertainty 
because of the bankruptcy 


petition. The site needs at least 
$1 million in repairs, and debts 
may exceed $1 million. Two 
different groups, led by Shiloh 
Baptist Church and Union 
Grove Baptist Church, have 


expressed an interest in buying 
the development, which 
includes 150 townhouses, 226 
high-rise apartments, and 
44,000 square feet of retail 
space, for around $18 million. 

But despite the uncertainty, 
Steward believes he and the 
other merchants will remain. 
Noting that any new owners 
were likely to retain those 
businesses which were already 
viable, Steward said, “we wel- 
come new ownership, if they 
give us better service.” 


In any event, despite the 
problems, Steward argues that 
the future looks bright. “We 
should have a banner year, 
regardless of who manages it 
or who owns it, and we thank 
the community for their 
support.

She recently was 
a featured artist in the Women 
of Color Consortium photo- 
graphic exhibit in the Ohio 
Union, For her exemplary ser- 
vice and student leadership, 
the College of Law conferred 
upon her the John R. Moats 
Memorial Award. 

Jean E. Girves, an alumna 
and former assistant dean and 
college secretary for Ohio 
State’s Graduate School, now 
is assistant director of the 
Committee on Institutional 
Cooperation (CIC), Cham- 
paign. Ill. At Ohio State she 
worked to promote the inter- 
ests of women and minorities. 
She received’ three affirmative 
action grants to study factors 
that influence the progress of 
minority and women graduate 
students.

John F. Sena, assistant pro- 
vost for academic affairs and 
associate professor of English, 
has worked to increase the 
representation of women and 
minorities at all levels of the 
university. He has insisted 
upon equal representation of 
men and women on university 
committees and initiated prac- 
tices to ensure fairness in stu- 
dent participation in honorary 
societies and other student 
organizations. As author of the 
“Handbook on Faculty 
Searches,” and in his depart- 
ment, Sena has stressed affir- 
mative action in hiring practi- 
ces.

He received the Distinguished

More-than 200 pro- 
grams each year are targeted 
to groups that include minori- 
ties, lesbians, disabled women, 
older and younger women, and 
women who are reentering 
careers. These programs 
range from skill building and 


career options to health and 
Spiritual issues. The Rape 
Education and Prevention 
Program offers many ap- 
proaches to dealing with sex- 
ual aggression. The office pub- 
lishes a quarterly schedule of 
events called the Women’s 
Calendar, and distributes the 
Women's Resource Handbook 
each year. The office's efforts 
have humanized the collegiate 
experience for men and 
women on campus and in 
Columbus. 


The Voice of |mpaired Per- 
sons and Supporters (VIPS) on 
the Newark campus unites 
students, faculty and staff as 
advocates for handicapped 
people. VIPS works to create 
barrier-free campus buildings. 
The group sponsors Handicap 
Awareness Day on alternate 
years, when non-disabled indi- 
viduals spend the day with 
simulated handicaps. VIPS 
provides educational pro- 
grams and coordinatés free 
academic support services for 
handicapped students. The 
group has worked with the 
coordinator of the physical 
plant on a long list of physical 
changes to make campus 
buildings more accessible. “No 
other single recognized: stu- 
dent organization on campus 
has had a more positive influ- 
ence on the campus life and 
the well-being of its constitu- 
ents,” says Julius Greenstein, 
dean and director of the 
Newark campus. 


President! Edward H.Jen- 
nings' nomination states, “This 
nominee has no peers. " This 
nomination for a unique award 
was made by the past and 
present chairs of the University 
Senate Committee on Women 


and Minorities in recognition 
of Jennings’ “substantial and 
significant affirmative action 
leadership.” Jennings estab- 
lished both the Distinguished 
Affirmative Action Awards and 
the Affirmative Action Grants 
programs. He created the 
Office of Human Relations and 
the University Professional 
Development Program for 
Internships and Institute Train- 
ing. He has implemented the 
University Senate resolution 
for increasing the representa- 
tion of minority and women 
faculty members. He has 
repeatedly spoken out for and 
has consistently supported 
affirmative action concerns 
throughout the university.

inated for “Black Family of the 
Year” to dispel the myth plagu- 
ing our community. 

Do we need “a new black 
family” to answer the problems 
we face? | don't think so. 
Instead, we as a people, need 
to do what we have always 


done--capitalize on the wis- 
dom and strength of our elders, 
our heritage, our legacy. 

In 1972, Robert Hill pub- 
lished a book entitled “The 
Strengths of Black Families,” 
which outlined the positive 
attributes of the black family. 
He found biack folks value: 1) 
strong kinship bonds; 2) adap- 
tability of family roles; 3) 
strong work orientation; 4) 
high achievement orientation; 
and 5) religious orientation. 

From slavery to the present, 
those fine values and strengths 
have enabled black folk to sur- 
vive insurmountable adversity. 
We still own those strengths, 
but perhaps we need to rekin- 
die the fire. 

We ned to continue and 
expand our extended family 
concepts. The use of the 
words, ‘‘aunt,’’*‘uncle,"’ 
“mother,” “father,” to non- 
blood “relatives” was no acci- 
dent. The creation of family 
outside of bloodliness allowed 
us amore communal approach 
to our families. By being a 
“play aunt or uncle,” we, 
indeed, become our brothers’ 
keepers. 


lapproach 


There should be no such 
thing as single parenthood if 
we rely on the extended family 
concept: If a single mother on 
your block or in your church is 
struggling with her children— 


become that “father” the child- 
ren may need, by volunteering 
your time and your wisdom. 
“Sisters” can help sisters by 
babysitting or cooking a meal. 
Our elders don't ask to help— 
they just do. 


We should expand our 

extended family concept to 
include formal adoption, as 
well. Approximately 50 percent 
of the black adoptable children 
under the care of Black Family 
Connections have waited more 
than two years to be adopted. 

If we can be play relatives to 
non-related children, certainly 
we can adopt. Our elders 
believed there was always 
room for one:more at the table 
and that “God would make a 
way.” | believe that same God 
is here today. 

Yes, there are many prob- 
lems facing the black commun- 
ity today--high unemploy- 
ment, black crime, single-- 
parent households and 
educational drop-outs. 

From a global perspective, 
our problems can seem over- 
whelming. But black folks and 
black families can survive by 
doing what we've always done 
and one of the things we do 
best -- helping each other.
